This Office Action is responsive to the applicants' election filed on April 2, 2007.

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of the species of Figs. 1 and 2, claim 1 being 
readable thereon, in the reply filed on April 2, 2007 is acknowledged. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR.1.84(p)(4) because 
reference character "17a" has been used to designate both "housing peripheral surface (see page 
11, line 4)" and "second bearing (see page 11, line 7)". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin 
as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sawai et al. (Sawai) 
(Publication Number JP 04-081586). 

Regarding claim 1, as shown in Figs. 1 and 2, Sawai discloses an electric internal gear 
pump integrated with motor comprising: a rotor portion including an outer rotor 10 having an 
inner gear, and an inner rotor 9 having an outer gear meshed with the inner gear; an electric 
motor 2 portion for driving the inner rotor into rotation; and a main shaft 17, 18 comprising a 
drive shaft 17 of the electric motor portion and a rotary shaft 18 of the inner rotor 9, the drive 
shaft and rotary shaft formed coaxially and integrally, the main shaft supported only by first and 
second bearings 15, 22 disposed on axially opposite sides thereof, the rotor portion located 
between the bearings 15, 22.
